Authors ofa juſt reward for unreaſonable Service, &c. and Farther 
Remarques upon Obſequium Rationabile have moſt Learnedly pro- 
ved, to the ſhame & confuſjun of rhe daring Author therof, who 
has ſince moſt egregiouſly confirmed the ſharpeft Aphoriſms 
concerning that twelfch part of the Heavens, vulgarly known by 
the name of Scorpio; bur of the treacherous humane Sign Aqurims, 
and envious grinning Szturn, T preſume, no man eyer heard or 
read of before— Riſum teneatis amicti ? 1 ſhall ſay no more, but 
leave him to Repenrance, and to his Beads and his Prayers, &C. 

and proceed to the conſideration of the precedent Scheme. — 
It 15 not-amiſs (methinks) ſome times Cuckow-like to ſing the 
ſame Song in our Writings, ſecing that as a good Tale cannever 
be roo often told, ſo muſt we ingeniouſly confeſs with the Poet, 
that Nullum eſt jam difF+«m,quod nm diftum eſt privus,and many times 
when we ſtrive to mend the matter, we (Tinker-like) mend one 
hole,and make two, and fo ſpoil all. But in general terms I pro- 
ceed thus, and let my ten years cauſeleſs, bur envious Adverſary 
(whom I value as ſmoke) Cant upon it if he pleaſe—The Angles

I fear alſo a corrupred and contagious Air, which may not only be 
dangerous, but very deſtru&ive ro mankind : God preſerve us 
from a Plague or other Peſtilential Diſeaſes —for if the poyſoning 
Quality of theſe Corruptions ſhould penetrate the Pores of the bo- 
dy, and thereby infe& the Blood and Humours, what elſe can be 
expetted ? Bur if the poſition of the Heavens (take them which 
way you will) be but ſeriouſly confidered,there may be more Ho- 
ney than Gall extrafted from thence, eſpecially in any thing 
which immediately relates to our Engliſh Affairs ; and as for Fo- 
reign TranſaRions, I ſhall here wave the conſideration thereof ; 
but muſt tell you matter is preparing, and ſtrange and wonder- 
full C:taſtrophesare not only feared bur expetted, and many per- 
fons formerly in good efteem,and very ſplendid,are now as much 
rejeted, and caſt out of favour, let them thank themſelves, 'tis + 
dangerous to Spawn a Plot, but Quod ſupra me nihil ad me. As for 
the Diſcaſes of this Quarter (except ſome Epidemical Diſtemper 
break out, which I pray God divert) they will be for the moſt pare 
ſuch as this ſeaſon uſually produces. Much more might be (aid, 
bur being limited, T muſt proceed to the conſideration of the 0» 
ther half year, and conclude with the Poet in theſe words.

| E glorious Lamp of Heaven the Sun doth this year touch 
the firſt point of the Tropical Sign Cancer(or if you will the 
the Earth Capricorn) Zunz the roth at 21 min. paſt 11 at night, at 
which time 21 deg. of Sagitary Culminates, and 9 deg. of Piſces 
Aſcends in the Meridian of Lon4on, the Sun is in ConjunRion 
with 7upiter in the 4th,and ſo is Mercury alſo, but in Square to Mars, 
and he poſited in the 7th houſe 3 the Moon is near the Cuſp there- 
of, ſhe ſeparates from a Sextile of the Sun, and applyes to a Sex- 
tile of Venus and Square of Mercury 3 as thoſe rhat pleaſe to ſet, 
the Figure may ſee, It was well expreſt by that Learned Knight 
Sir T. Brown in his Relig.

Pour times this year will the Luminaries be deprived of their 
Light, v#z, Twice the Sun, and as often the - Moon; the firſt 
of the Syn will be March the tenth, abour one in the Morning in 
the Sign Aries, but not viſible to us1n our Northern Hemiſphere, 
yet it may be ſeen by our Antipodes. The Second Eclipſe of the 
Sun falls Sepr. 2. near 20 degrees of Virgo, a ſmall Eclipſe abour 
three in the Morning, artd therefore not to be ſeen in our Ho- 
r1ZON.
